The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claim 13. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the claimed optical fiber comprising a light transmitting 
region having a dispersion characteristic (D) of 2.0 to 14.0 ps/nm/km in absolute value 
over a wavelength band of 1 530 to 1565 nm, and a transmission loss at a wavelength of 
1550 nm which does not exceed 0.25 dB/km under standard atmospheric conditions, 
the transmission loss at a wavelength of 1550 nm does not exceed 0.25 dB/km after 
being exposed, for a predetermined period, to an atmosphere consisting substantially of 
hydrogen under ordinary atmospheric pressure at ordinary temperature.
